[ in any manner issued any instructions or given any opinion or ruling which in any manner 
whatever authorizes or attempts to authorize any deviation from specific provisions of section 
62 of Dominion Election act. |

Returning Officer. 


Some deputy returning officers apparently misunderstand their rights and powers under sections 
61 and 62, 8.8. 4 of the act. Any candidate or his agent (serutineer) may under section 61 require 
the deputy to administer the usual oath to any intending voter, no matter whether his name is on 
the list, or whether he produces or does not produce any certificate from the enumerator. The old right 
to swear any intending voter still stands, But under section 62, 8.8. 4, an agent, in addition to swear- | 
ing the voter, if he comes with a certificate from the enumerator and asks to have his name added, 
may make an oath himself in the form W-4 in the statute, saying that he does not believe the voter | 
is entitled to vote, and in this latter case, the ballut is ‘‘tied up.’’

FIGHT FIRE AT

Nagle’s Restaurant Gutted by

The well is partly under 
the fire hall, is only twelve feet deep, 
and about ten feet square It is dug 
down into a gravel bed which is sat- 
urated or even swimming with water, | 
and the suction pipe of the fire pump 
simply let down from the engine in 
the fire hall while the hose is run out 
from the engine to the fire, if the lat- 
ter is within hose length distance. An- 
other well is located toward the south 
end of town, and for fires in that seé- 
tion the engine is run to this other 
well.

The city police conmissioners 
were prevented from holding a 
public investigation into the alle 
veslotie of the Social Service 
League regarding the police foree, 
by the refusal of the League offi 
cials to present their evidence ex 
cept in private. The reporters and 
the publie being excluded, the of 
ficials of the League put in a state 
ment under promise of seereey. 
This statement the commissioners 
declare to consist mainly, if not 
entirely, of repetitions of rumors, 
reports and suspicions, without 
supporting evidence, The League 
officials having therefore present- 
ed what they had to present, and 
seemingly having nothing import 
ant to present, the inquiry has 
probably reached a standstill, s 
far as they are concerned. But the 
matter of police efficieney is one} 
which concerns not only the So 
cial Service League but the tax-| 
payers and citizens at large. The 
police commission is. still doing | 
business, and is, as always, ready 
to hear and investigate complaints 


as to the eonduct of the police 
foree, It is to be hoped, for the 
sake of maintaining the reputa 


tion and therefore the efficieney | 
of the foree, that citizens who! 
have eomplaints based on faets 
will put them before the commis 
sion and thus make possible their 
investigation and whatever action 
may be called for.

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How Borden Wins the War 


What the Union Government Has Done 
For the Soldier and His . 
Dependents 


Borden outfitted Canadian soldiers with boots they could not 
walk in, with equipment they could not wear and with rifles that 
failed when needed most. 


General Sir Douglas Haig reported in July, 1916, that the 
losses to the Canadian 2nd and 3rd divisions at the Battle of 
Zillebeke from June 2nd to 12th, 1916, were in large measure 
because the Ross rifles with which these divisions were armed had 
jammed under rapid fire. 


Yeneral Sir John French had made a like report after the 
battle of Langemark, over a vear before; and had on his own 
responsibility re-armed the Canadian Ist division with Lee 
Enfields. 

The Borden Government knew in May, 1915, from the report 
of Sir John French that the Ross rifle was inefficient for rapid 
fire to resist mass attack. ‘ 


The Borden Goverment is guilty of the blood of the men who 
died at Zillebeke when their rifles jammed in the face of the 
German attack, because it had armed them with an -inefficient 
rifle, knowing it to be inefficient. 

After the British Government—not the Canadian—had _re- 
arned the 2nd, 3rd and 4th Canadian divisions with Lee Enfield 
rifles, when not a platoon of Canadians in Frauce was armed with 
Ross rifles; in the January, 1917, Borden Government passed 
through Parliament an estimate of two and one-half million dol- 
lars to pay for Ross rifles not yet made. 

Where has there ever been a ten dollar purchase of military 
supplies since the war began except from the dealer authorized 
by the local patronage committee supporting the Borden 
government? 

The boots were graft, the equipment was graft, the rifles 
were graft. The camp-followers of the Borden Government have 
grafted on the blood and agony ofthe nation, and their doing it 
has been the outstanding feature of the war policy of the 
Borden Government, 


What has the Borden Government done for the dependents of 
soldiers? The separation allowance was not sufficient for their 
maintenance three years ago when the cost of food was one- 
third less than it is today. The patnotic fund was collected to be 
added to the separation allowance. The patriotic fund has been 
cut down, instead of being increased to meet the increased cost 
of living. The pay of all classes of wage workers have been in- 
creased. The prices of all farm products have increased, The 
profits of all forms of Big Business have increased, But the sup 
port of the dependent of the soldier has not been increased. 

Sir Robert Borden asked his followers in the House of Com- 
mons to vote down a motion to inerease the allowance 
to the dependents of soldiers. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier and his Liberal followers voted to 
increase the allowance. Sir Robert Borden and his Unionist fol- 
lowers, including Messrs. Douglas, Clark and Buchanan, M.P.’s, 
voted against increasing the allowance. 


The pension of disabled soldiers and the relations of 
deceased soldiers is under order-in-council, not under statute, 
and can be changed from day to day. Sir Robert Borden promised 
to provice legislation at last session of Parliament that would fix 
the soldier's right-to pension. He had plenty of time and money 
to-provide for the needs of MacKenzie and Mann, but none to 
provide for the disabled soldier, His pension is still regulated by 
order-in-council, The order may be changed at will and the 
soldier has no recourse, while the promise was made that the 
pension scale would be increased, and it has been inereased in 
name, but in proportion as the seale has been increased the diffi- 
culty of getting pension at all has been correspondingly in- 
creased. and the soldier is actually worse off than he was before. 

The service of the Borden Government is to the pork barons 
and the railway exploiters, the munition makers, and the profi- 
teers generaly. It has not time or money to attend to the needs 
of the soldier and his dependents. The soltlier’s business is to die 
and of his dependents to suffer while the profiteering friends of 
the Borden Government get fatter and fatter, and richer and 
richer. While the soldier’s wife and children are cold and hungry 
because they have not a sufficient allowanuce for their decent 
support the profiteering friends of the Government are making 
more money than they ever dreamed of before. To them the war 
is a gold mine. The soldier and his dependents aye the only ones 
from whom the Borden Government demands . service and 
sacrifice. ’ 

A vote for a Borden supporter is a vote to fatten the profi- 
teers at the expense of the soldier and his dependents. 

If it is not, why has not the Borden Government done as well 

for the soldier and his dependents as for the pork and muni- 
tion and railway profitters. He has had all the power there was 


with which to do it and all the time there was to do it in.
